This second substitute bill increases the number of WPUs to 909 for stipends to 
special educators for additional days of work.  This bill adds 53A-17a-165, 
Enhancement for Accelerated Students Program.  Adds Section 7, One-time 
Appropriation for Classroom Supplies detailing the distribution of this funding.   
This bill restores the Voted and Board Leeway state guarantee back to the full dollar 
amount needed to generate $27.17 per 0.0001 tax rate per WPU.    
This second subsititute sets the value of the WPU at $2,816, but stipulates that the 
WPU remain at $2,577 for the Special Education Add-on funding and the Career & 
Technical Ed District Add-on funding.  This bill re-establishes the Professional Staff 
funding.  This bill restores the Flexible Allocation - WPU Distribution in the amount of 
$22,698,864 and stipulates that these funds be distributed on the basis of an LEAs 
percentage of WPUs to the total number of weighted pupil units.  This bill reduces the 
Capital Outlay Foundation Program by $100,000 and gives those funds to the Utah 
Schools for the Deaf and the Blind to construct an accessible playground at the Salt 
Lake campus.
